2. Robot says he knew Cecil wouldn't go along with his 
plans, but as a reader, I'm not sure | know that. Cecil 
had a pretty checkered past when it came to aiding 
villains. For that matter, Mark may have been even more 
open-minded. Are Robot's plans really so shitty that 

Seems like 
Robot could've at least slightly misled and used those 
guys to help him for a while under false pretenses, right?
